Sometime in early 2023

• All communications currently taking place on talkgroup “Police x” in the 

UHF-P A1 zone, will be transitioned to the new county radio system. Several 

changes to naming and use will commence at this time. At the designated 

time, users should push the “Home” button on their mobile and portable 

radios to take them to channel 1 in the “PD Primary” zone. Then utilize the 

channel selector to move to your “POLICE Dx” talkgroup. This will be your 

everyday channel going forward. Referred to as “Police Dispatch x”.

• i.e. Police 3 today will become Police D3 on the new system.

Changes to procedure

• Road jobs/on site communications: continue to utilize “Police Direct” on Channel 
15. No permission is required to use this channel.

• Special events requiring long distance communications: (formerly OPS10-25) 
contact dispatch for assignment of  a “Police TAC” channel in the “TAC” zone, 
channels 9-12 (one up from PD Primary). 

• SERT team member response: (formerly Police11) switch to “SERT Response”, 
channel 14 in PD Primary zone.

• County Sheriff  or Prosecutor interop: (formerly Police7) switch to “Police County”, 
channel 13 in PD Primary zone.



Changes page 2

• Covert operations: (formerly Police Secure1,2) contact county 

dispatch for assignment of  a “Police Secure” or “Police 

Encrypted” channel in the “TAC” zone, channels 13-16 (one up 

from PD Primary). ALL PD radios have “Police Secure1 & 2”. 

ONLY the 6 provided portable radios have “Police Encrypted 1 

& 2” with a higher degree (and federally sanctioned) level of  

encryption. These channels cannot be received by scanners.



Changes page 3

• Interoperability with Fire or EMS units: (formerly OPS10-25) contact County 

dispatch for assignment of  a “PS TAC” in the “TAC” zone, channels 1-7 (one up 

from PD Primary).

• Units NOT dispatched by Morris County who are responding to an incident outside 

of  their town, or who need mutual aid to their town: contact COUNTY dispatch on 

MIRS for assignment to an appropriate “Police D” or “Police TAC” channel for the 

incident in the “PD Primary” or TAC zones, channels 1-12.

• County-wide alerts and information or to contact other dispatch centers (within Morris 

County) will continue to be done via the “MIRS” talkgroup, channel 16 in the “PD 

Primary” zone.
